T h e terms cy clone and tornad o are 
u sed ind iscriminately by the lay and 
u nscientific read er and writer, say s tho 
Chicago Inter Ocea n. Becau se of their 
similarity in certain particu lars, they 
aro frequ ently confou nd ed tho one with 
the other. 
A tornad o is, howev er, d e­ 
fined as a v iolent gu st of wind or a 
tempest, d istingu ished by a whirling, 
progressiv e motion, u su ally accompa­ 
nied with sev ere thu nd er, lightning, and 
torrents of rain, and generally of short 
d u ration and restricted bread th ; and a 
cy clono is a rotary storm or whirlwind 
of ex tend ed circu it. 
Du ring tho past 
half d ozen y ears sev eral v iolent storms 
of these classes hav e occu rred in Mis­ 
sou ri, which seem to placo that State in 
the load with respect to storm-raising. 
So ex cellent an au thority as Lieu t. 
John P. Finley , of the United States 
Signal Corps, find s that, taking the 
whole United States together, the re­ 
gion of the greatest av erage frequ ency 
of tornad oes and cy clones per y ear per 
squ are milo embraces Missou ri, Ohio, 
Kansas, Iowa, Ind iana, Illinois, and 
Georgia. The month of April has been 
strikingly prominent for tornad oes and 
v clones. 
The era for these classes of 
storms u su ally cov ers tho period from 
April to September. 
On April 18, 
1880, the most fearfu l cy clone then on 
record swept ov er portions of Ind iana, 
Illinois, Iowa, Wisconsin, Kansas, and 
Missou ri. 
It will be remembered that 
this was tho d ate of the bu rsting u pon 
Marshfield , Mo., of what seemed to be 
a water-spou t. Tho town, all blit abou t 
a score of bu ild ings, was completely 
wrecked . 
It was estimated that not 
fewer than a hu nd red persons lost their 
liv es. 
Tho property d estroy ed was 
nev er fu lly figu red . 
It was d u ring that 
cy clono that a little child was carried 
away and was afterward fou nd su s­ 
pend ed u ninju red in the branches of a 
tree thirty feet from tho grou nd and 
three miles from home. 
Another fear­ 
fu l storm stru ck Brownsv ille, Mo., on 
April 5 and 7 , 1882, killed elev en per­ 
sons ou tright, wou nd ed 150 others, and 
completely d emolished fifty bu ild ings 
in the town. 
Du ring tho y oar 1885 
there was still another similar d ead ly 
v isitation. 
Tho time was April 29 , and 
Pleasant Hill, Mo., was tho place. 
There was loss to life and property , bu t 
nothing like the losses at Marshfield 
ami Brownsv ille. 
The cy clones at Ne­ 
v ad a, Mo., and in Arkansas, Kentu cky , 
Kansas, Minnesota, and elsewhere, in 
April of this y ear, su ggest the inv esti-k 
gation into these biennial storms. The 
Missou ri Kiv er and its Missou ri and 
Kansas 
tribu taries 
hav e fu rnished 
nearly all of theso most d estru ctiv e cy ­ 
clones. 
Other States hav e had sev ere 
storms, bu t Missou ri has certainly been 
seriou sly afilieted abov e her neighbors.

Engines so governed or regula ted a ro 
celled a utoma tic engines. 
A method of ma king embossed sheet 
tin a nd other like ma teria l, in imita tion 
of finer gra des of ma teria l, consists in 
uniformly a pply ing a y ielding la cquer 
to tho sheet to produce tho a ppea ra nce 
of the meta l imita tod, a nd then emboss­ 
ing or impressing the sa me. 
In guiding belts on or off, it is best 
to protect the ha nd with a piece of cloth 
held in tho ha nd, but never wra pped 
a round it or the wrist or a rm. 
A stick 
is lia ble to bo ca ught by tho pulley or 
belt, dra wn between the pulley a nd 
belt into other ma chinery , or thrown 
swiftly , striking y ou or some ono else. 
An im provem ent in steel forgings 
consists in ea sting a n 
ingot whoso 
tra nsverse section is grea ter in ono d i­ 
rection a nd less in a nother tha n tha t of 
tho forging desired, so 
a s to induce a 
la tera l instea d of a longitudina l 
flowr 
of its m eta l under pressure, a nd con­ 
verting sa id ingot or ca sting into a forg­ 
ing by reducing it to the desired form 
by the a pplica tion of pressure betw een 
form ing dies. 
I \ stea m engines governed by tho 
throttling method, tho governor a cts 
upon a va lve pla ced in the stea m pipe, 
a dmitting more or loss stea m a ccording 
to the speed a t which tho engine is 
running, more stea m being a dmitted 
when the engine is hea vier loa ded, a nd 
consequently a slight fa lling off 
in 
speed, a nd less stea m permitted to en­ 
ter the cy linder when the loa d is light, 
a nd tho speed consequently grea ter. 
Thus the governor va lve a cts a s a throt­ 
tle va lve, throttling the stea m moro or 
less a ccording to tho requirements of 
stea m pressure a nd loa d. 
T h e bricks for a chimney -top, should 
bo soa ked in wa ter a few minutes, so 
tha t they will not ex tra ct the wa ter 
from the morta r. 
In order to ha ve 
morta r become very ha rd, it must dry 
slowly . 
By la y ing up wot bricks, tho 
morta r will set slowly , a nd eventua lly 
become a lmost a s ha rd a s the bricks. 
Every brick chimney should be covered 
with a eopestono, with a n a rched top or 
with bricks pla ced over tho flubs, like 
the ra fter of a building, for tho purpose 
of turning off tho wa ter which would go 
down the inside, bo a bsorbed by the 
bricks, a nd, in some insta nces, soa k 
through a nd wet the pa per or ka lsomin- 
ing on tho inside. 
T h e wonderfully well-colored a rticles 
of bronze, now soeu in tho ma rket, a nd 
showing a ll tints, a nd a dhering thor­ 
oughly to the meta l, is a French pro­ 
cess, but it is no longer a secret. 
The 
method of ma nufa cture lies iu the use 
of solutions of sulphides of a ntimony 
a nd a rsenic which wore a pplied to the 
bronze or bra ss a rticles. 
After thor­ 
oughly wa shing them with wa ter, since 
every tra co of a cid left in pickling 
would show bla ck spots, they a re thor­ 
oughly dried, a nd then the sulphide 
solution is a pplied with a brush. 
The 
best wa y is to begin with a dilute solu­ 
tion of a mmonia , giving ono a pplica tion. 
After dry ing, the coa ting is brushed, 
a nd then the dilute solution of sulphide 
of a rsenic in a mmonia is used, which 
produces a y ellow color. 
Tho offcener 
this sulphide of a rsenic is a pplied tho 
browner will be tho color, a nd a deep 
tint ma y thus be Ana lly obta ined. 
By 
solutions of sulphide of a ntimony , either 
in a mmonia or in sulphide of a mmonia , 
the tint is reddish, a nd it is possible in 
this wa y to obta in either the most deli­ 
ca te red or the deepest da rk red. 
If 
some of tho pa rts of the a rticle a re 
rubbed more strongly a high meta llio 
luster is obta ined. 
Ammonia or sul­ 
phide of a mmonia rea bsorbs the bronz­ 
ing, a nd in this wa y defective spots ma y 
be improved. 
It is possible a lso to use 
solutions in ca ustic soda or pota sh, or 
the sulphides of either.

TH E W EALTH OF TH E NATION 


An E stim ated in Go ld and Silv er— Pro ­ 
ductio n o f Precio us M etals. 


W ashingto n City, May 21.—The director 
of the m int has comp leted his rep ort on the 
p roduction of the p recious metals for the year

Tho old Teu tonic and Sax on term, 
“God’s Acre,” as applied to the last 
resting-place, has been the theme of 
one of Longfellow’s most beau tifu l 
poems, and is eminently su ggestiv e. 
The acre or field of God contains the 
seed hidden in the grou nd for a while, 
to ripen into a gloriou s harv est; and 
ju st as wo write labels in the spring- 
timo for the seeds we pu t into the 
earth, that we may remember what 
gloriou s flower is to spring from the 
little gray , hidden handfu l that seems 
so insignificant now, so wo pu t a stone 
at the head of the grav e of ou r dead. 
The name “Cemetery ” also signifies 
merely the place where ono may lie, 
slu mbering for a while, till the dawn 
shall come and the tru mpet sou nd. 
They who lie there are at rest from 
head to foot; they hav e gained what so 
many hav e longed for, like Hawthorne 
when lie y earned for a “good long sleep 
of a thou sand y ears before tho resu r­ 
rection.” Men go back to their nro- 
jects, their su ccesses, their failu res, to 
their money -winning or losing, to their 
hopes, joy s, and fears, their triu mphs, 
and their disappointments. 
As those 
whose place knows them no more, so 
are these; and as the u nchanging sea 
and rocks and ev erlasting hills speak of 
the my riads of mankind, who come and 
go while tho earth a bidet h forev er, so 
do the tempests which beat u pon them 
foretell the storms and stru ggles, the 
bu fferings and trials, wherein tho strong 
shall triu mph and the feeble go down; 
the bitter sorrows, tho empty v anities, 
tho sore temptations, and the cru shing 
dou bts, which shall continu e in this 
weary world long after we, and cou nt­ 
less generations of su ch erring dream­ 
ers as we, hav e gone to rest like these 
sleepers in their grav es. 
It is a happy thou ght that places so 
many of ou r lov ely cemeteries at easy 
distances from the* centers of activ ity , 
and throws them open for the constant 
A’isits of the people. 
No less of rov er- 
enco for sacred things is cau sed thereby , 
bu t the popu lar v iews of life and death 
are insensibly elev ated. 
The tendency 
of ou r insane activ ity is to shu t tl e 
thou ght of death altogether from the 
mind. 
And this fanaticism for work 
reacts in a no less destru ctiv e fanaticism 
of meditation, which ov erlooks this 
world and liv es in ecstatic dreams of a 
fu tu re heav en. 
A pu re and wise phi­ 
losophy u nites time and eternity in one 
complete v iew of life, and shows u s 
how ou r ordinary occu pations are not 
the be-all and the end-all hero, bu t are 
entangled with the highest spiritu al 
relations which reach forward into the 
fu tu re and y et u nseen world. 
Tho sentiment is admirable which 
places tho city of the dead within sight 
of all the agencies of ou r now civ iliza­ 
tion. 
Walking among its silent grav res 
y ou can almost hear the hu m of the 
machinery u pon tho banks of tho ad­ 
jacent stream. 
Tho meadows are sown 
and reaped beneath y ou r ey e. 
In the 
dim blu e distance y ou may see the 
gleaming spires and roofs of the city 
of the liv ing, while the nearer v illage 
street is v ocal with the mu sic of lau gh­ 
ing children. 
The ri\rer flashes in the 
su nlight, and we see afar off the ocean 
with here and there the flitting sail. 
The thu nder and the scream of the 
lightning train startle the echoes, and 
swift as thou ght fly tidings of hu manity 
ov er the glittering wire. 
All is life 
arou nd; y es, and there is no death 
here. 
Cou ld v\fe ex plore the secrets of these 
green grav es, we wou ld discern the ro- 
? idless laws of natu re changing that 
which lies within to grass-blade, and 
flower cu p, and glancing foliage, lib- 
ev er rising ou t of death, till at the last 
death shall be swallowed u p in life. 
Let ev ery commu nity esteem most hol v , 
and gu ard with watchfu l care, the sa­ 
cred enclosu re of its dead. 
So shall 
these spots of qu iet beau ty grow still 
more lov ely as generations pass awav , 
and their gentle and persu asiv e in­ 
flu ence be like sweet fragrance v isiting 
tho hau nts of bu siness and retirement 
of home. 
These acres of God will blos­ 
som with a harv est of ennobling in­ 
flu ences for the liv ing, proclaiming the 
equ ality and dignity of all men, and re­ 
conciling tho life that now is with the 
life that is;to be.— Pro vid en ce Jo u rn a l 


Jealo usy . 
Tlie old adage that “jealou sy is as

happiness; liko the swallow, goes and 
comes then finally takes a farewell 
flight. 
Not tho least contemptible phase of 
this many -sided ev il —and often dis­ 
play ed when least ex pected—is that 
which makes ono env iou s of another’s 
personal influ ence or position. 
If tho 
hitherto dearest friend of su ch a person 
is u nfortu nate enou gh to arou se this 
antagonistic feeling, lie or she will not 
hesitate to resort to tho meanest su b­ 
terfu ges and innu endoes; especially is 
this the case where the offending party 
has the least claim to good looks or 
fascinating manners.

blasted, and trag edies enacted thro ug h 
this insane passio n that fills ou r lunatic 
asy lums and priso n cells with its v ic­ 
tims.

Hutno r and Patho s o f itie 
Life o n 
the I'ar-OiTAVenlfrii Fro ntier.

There are a great many hu morou s 
and pathetic incidents in all now cou n­ 
tries. 
Ev en the gloomy Pu ritans had 
their fu n. 
The mingled pomposity and 
bashfu lness of Capt. Miles Standisli 
were not entirely 
of 
Longfellow’s 
creation. 
There were dou btless many 
sa<l mishaps abou t that landing from the 
May flower and possibly a few jokes. 
The pathetic anti heroic featu res hav e 
nev er been dispu ted. 
Dakota is a new 
cou ntry , a pioneer cou ntry , hoAv ev er 
mu ch her ex ternals may seem to dis­ 
prov e the assertion. 
Her peoplo won’t 
admit it, thou gh they feel it. 
The 
Av ord ‘pathetic” applied to any of their 
ex periences or any su ggestion of a 
parallel between the hardships of tho 
pioneers of the Eastern coast and their 
own may arou se their resentment. They 
are sensitiv e abou t being lau ghed at. 
They mistake a smile of appreciation 
for a sneer. 
It mu st be a broad, open- 
ey ed ex clamation of Av onder, no paltry 
“ Well done!” that satisfies their ozone- 
fed aspirations. 
Pu tting aside 
tho 
mood of the obsened, an observ er in­ 
sists that there is mu ch that is v ery 
fu nny abou t Dakota and mu ch that 
shou ld mov e a less sy mpathetic mind 
to sinsere pity —pity that wou ld remov e 
its sou rce—Samaritan sy mpathy . 
The most u niv ersal characteristic of 
Dakotans is their Dakotism. 
It ap­ 
proaches the lu dicrou s at times. 
If a 
procession of cy clones shou ld go twist­ 
ing across the whole ex tent of the Terri­ 
tory from Montana to the banks of the 
Bed Biv er of the North and to the wor­ 
ried cu rrent of the Siou x , I believ e 
that the inhabitants, betAv een the fu r­ 
rows of ru iu , wou ld rise u p and assu re 
any straggling prospectors in the v icinity 
that their locality was not in “the cy ­ 
clone belt; the alkali water is ‘posi­ 
tiv ely healthy ’—and it is for some; tho 
changes from ex treme heat to tho cool­ 
ness of ev ening wont ev en produ ce a 
cold in the head; the air is ‘too pu re for 
that,’ whatev er the doctors may say ; 
tho short, wiry grass of a prairie that 
nev 'cr felt plow is better for stock than 
tho best clov er or herd grass.” These 
are some of the preposterou s assu mp­ 
tions of a people who, as pioneers, aro 
tho most fav ored and generally for­ 
tu nate that the world ev er knew. Many 
came “wanting tho earth,” and to those 
who are now coming they promise 
a 
world with a barbed wire fence on ev ery 
section line. 
The offer is a joke and its 
du pe is liable to become either a mis­ 
anthrope or a kna\'e. 
The monstrou s has an immense mort­ 
gage on Dakota. 
Many of tho larger 
adjectiv es hav e been sadly worn down 
by life here. 
“Great” is a mere shadow, 
and “big,” short and stocky as he is, is 
getting thin. 
Hotels hitch their names 
on 
behind. 
To 
illu strate—“Hotel 
Tu rtle, ” which may be “on the beau ti­ 
fu l Tu rtle Biv er, nestled among its 
blu ffs, that roll like the gigantic billows 
of the ocean.” Grands, Palaces, Win­ 
ners, etc., are “as thick as gophers.” 
Barbers are all tonsorial artists and 
their shops v isions of Oriental lu x u ry . 
Half the papers of Dakota hav e some­ 
thing to indicate the magnitu de bf their 
fu tu re circu lation—in their titles. 
A 
city or cou nty is too small for them. 
The tru ly great here is something that 
the inv ersion of Dakota’s magnify ing 
process cannot belittle—the stretches 
of arable land that time and toil will 
add to the produ ctiv e area of the United 
States. 


T h e German Emperor is morbidly 
sensitiv e to any interference with his 
prerogativ es.

The Bible o f India. 
The namo Veda has grown to be a 
familiar one in the ears o f this genera­ 
tion. 
Ev ery edu cated person among 
u s knows it as the title o f a literary 
work, belonging to 
far-o ff India, that is 
held to be o f qu ite ex ceptional impor­ 
tance by men who are stu dy ing some of 
the su bjects that most interest ou r­ 
selv es. 
Yet there are dou btless many 
to whose mind the word brings bu t a 
hazy and u ncertain 
meaning. 
For 
their sake, then, it may be 
well 
to take a general v iew of the Veda, to 
define its place in the su m of men's 
literary produ ctions, and to show how 
and why it has the especial v alu e claimed 
for it by its stu dents. 
The Ved a is the Bible of the inhabi­ 
tants of India, ancient and modern; the 
&acred Book of one great div ision of 
the hu man race. 
Now, leav ing aside 
ou r own Bible, tho first part of which 
was in liko manner the ancient Sacred 
Book of one div ision of mankind, the 
Hebrew, there are many su ch scrip­ 
tu res in the world. There is the Koran 
of the Arabs, of which wo know per­ 
fectly well the period and au thor; the 
Av esta of the Persian “fire-worshipers, ” 
or followers of Zoroaster; the records 
of ancient China, collected and ar­ 
ranged hv Confu ciu s; and others L*ss 
conspicu ou s. 
All are of high interest, 
important for the history of their re­ 
spectiv e peoples and for the general 
history of religions; y et they lack that 
breadth and depth of consequ ence that 
belongs to the Hindu Yeda.— Th e Cen ­ 
tu ry.

Long Life and Heredity . 
One inherits from his ancestors, near 
or remote, more or less modified by 
the blending of the male and female 
lines, not only complex ion, featu res, 
form, size, intellect, disposition, etc., 
bu t tho tendencies to particu lar ail­ 
ments. and e\ren the germs of positiv e 
disease. 
Consu mption can be traced along in 
some family lines for many generations, 
while in others it is almost u nknown. 
So, too, asthma, gou t, rheu matism, 
apoplex y , constantly reappear in some 
lines, while they are u nknown in others. 
We shou ld ex pect, therefore, before­ 
hand that heredity wou ld liav re mu ch to 
do with the qu estion of longev ity , and 
it is a matter of common observ ation 
that it does. 
Life insu rance comj)anies recognize 
tho fact. 
Still it has not had the fu ll 
scientific consideration that it shou ld 
hav e, and dou btless will hav e in time. 
Meanwhile, it is desirable to accu mu ­ 
late facts. 
Say s the London La n cet, “It wou ld 
be interesting to stu dy more closely , 
in the case of centenarians and other 
aged people, the ages of their near rel­ 
ativ es and immediate ancestors.” 
Of 
Sir Moses Montefiore, who passed his 
hu ndredth y ear, it say s, “One parent 
died at 70, one at 8 3, his grandfather at 
8 7, his grandmother at 03, a brother at 
75 ,^another at 6 0 , a sister at 8 4, another 
at 70, another at 8 2. 
These nine ages 
at death giv e an av erage longev ity of 
8 1 y ears. 
Tho first fou r—those of the 
parents and grandparents of Sir Most* 
giv e an av erage of eighty -fiv e y ears.” 
A long-liv 'ed ancestry , howev er, does 
not insu re longev ity , for many in su ch 
a line fail of reaching adv anced age. 
Indeed, v igor of constitu tion often leads 
to su icidal v iolations of phy sical law. 
It is therefore a matter of congratu la­ 
tion if one has inherited the long-liv ed 
tendency , bu t the rich gift shou ld be 
well gu arded, for phy sical v igor is apt 
to render one thou ghtless of the little 
things that sap tho fou ndations of the 
grandest constitu tions.

The general rnn of Arabs are no 
doubt first-rate horses, as far aa they 
go, for military purposes, bnt they are 
too small to mount satisfactorily any 
but native cavalry.

bnt they are so few that they may be 
left ont of the general estimate which 
we take of the race. For any soldier 
whose weight is such that he can be 
mounted on an Arab he will be found 
the hardiest, soundest, and most dooile 
of war-horses. 
He will do an enor­ 
mous amount of work on a very little 
and very indifferent food, and will al­ 
ways bear himself well and handsome­ 
ly. In one point only is he, more than 
other horses, susceptible to disease, 
and that is his eye, which is liable to 
cataract. His great characteristic is 
his undaunted pluck, which is never 
more clearly shown than when by any 
chance ho is ill, when all veterinary 
surgeons will allow that he is a most 
admirable patient, resisting and throw­ 
ing off the effects of illness or treat­ 
ment in a way that 110 horse of another 
race can equal. Persian horses have 
always been found among the most 
generally useful remounts in India, and 
they take their place both in the ranks 
of cavalry and in gun teams. 
They 
have more power and size than Arabs, 
with much of the same constitutional 
good qualities, and— a matter of great 
importance to the state—they are gen­ 
erally cheaper in price.
